WAR ti?tc AFRICA 

America, the peace-loving country, did everything in her 
power to avoid war and the horrors of war; but she was forced into 
the conflict/by the countries for which the word peace is meaning- 
lc e. When the war between Britain rind Nazi Germany broke out, 
the United Stat 6s took all precant ionary measures to avoid war by 
declaring herself a neutral country--by declaring waters off her 
shores neutral waters; tut this rieant nothing to Hitler. German 
U-boats sank Dr.it ish ships in the territorial waters ol' the United 
States and thus menaced "the commerce of the Americas. The sinkings 
of the British ships were so close t o our shores that Congress 
passed a bill authorizing Sritish and Allied ships to stop in 
American harbors for repairs and refuel ing. Ti Is law was received 
with great enthusiasm b y tho British people for such a measure 
3ave a great advantage to the British Tavy over the German under- 
craft and surface raiders. 

As time went on, Britain became weaker in her naval powor-- 
more in need of a larjer air force not only to protect her shores 
from the invader but a lag to carry the war to her enemy':; terri- 
tory by bombing their naval and air bases. The German Air Force 
with large armadas o f planes was constantly bombing London and 
the entire British I3lft£>; many ities were left" i n ruins and 
thousands of people dead or wounded. The Germans, by bombing the 
British cities alonj; the coast, tried to break down vi./ ' oralc of 
the British people to such an extent that they felt It would be 
an easy natter to take over the entire j aland. 

Fi^htinj; this V/orld War II with all their natural resources 
a- . 1 -.-an power, the British people., v/ith their backs to the wall, 
f-oncjht 0 pf the German invasion and prevented themselves from icmG 
conquered by the barbarous Germans . The British carried the brunt 
of this war alone up to this time. Britain had enough man power 
to oarry on the war, but she was running short of raw Materials 
and supplies* Knowing that across the Atlantic lay America rich 
in natural resources and er- nipped with the means of making these 
raw materials Into finished products, tho British people askeel 
the United otates to help not by ^oinrj to war directly but by ren- 
dering material aid. 

£foe Congress of the United States, pcrceivinj that if England 
fights on; the people of t h e Americas will not have to fear 
Hitler Ism, passed the Lease Tend 3113 authorizing ..merica to lend 
billions of- dollars to Britain' and her Allies in planes, ships, 
tanks, :;uns, food, afifcnunlt ion, and ell essential goods to crush 
the Hitler tyranny; hence America bec&nie the Arsenal o f the 
Democracy. %Jf 
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TJp to that time America was n o c uirectly involved in the 
war. The citizens of Africa believed tnnt it would be sometime 
before we would have to enter the war on the side of the Allies. 
The people did not realize i n what a grave situation the world 
was and that the war itself was nearly the Western Hemisphere. 
America had an armed force o f a million and a half men, a navy 
equal in strength t o any other nation's and ready to challenge 
the foe on all the high seas, and an air .force that was not large 
but w a s constantly increasing in number. Since the American 
people are not warlike by nature, they would not have entered the 
war unless they were forced into it. 

Not until that memorable ^unday morning of December 7, 1941, 
when the Japanese naval and air forces made their daring, treach- 
erous attack on Pearl Harbor, did the people of the United btates 
realize that they must fight in order to preserve their cherished 
liberty. The majority of Americans up to this memorable ounday 
were not i n favor of declaring war o n the Axis nationa. II 
Congress had declared war prior t o this date, the nation would 
have been divided into two groups-those in favor of war and those 
who believed war could be avoided. Now that our territories are 
beinr attacked by the Japanese forces and thousands losing tfcai* 
liv of, the people of America are united into o n e inseparable 
nation as neve/before. The people are fi C hting for one common 
cause and one common end-to make the world safe for Democracy, 

On the following day Congress unanimously declared war o n 
the Rising Sun's Empire. Several days later Oe^y an4 ItaAy, 
the allies of Japan, also declared war on the United otate. out 
the United States made a reprisal b y declaring war on the fi- 
liations. The United States i a not fighting this war .lone for 

ritain and numerous other small nations who were fighting ior 
the same common cause came in on the side of the American people. 
The task that the American people have undertaken will oe * *^5i 
bloody, costly one. This war will n o t be won by the 
strength of the United States unless we ^aerieans at home combine 
our united effort with that of our soldiers and pledge ourselves 
to a f-w years of self-denial concerning those things which are 
so vital to our fighing forces. As this war is a mechanized 
conflict and the countries having a largsr amount of mechanized 
^auinr-nt will eventually be the victors, American production 
X^fLo^rin^^ to surpass that of other countries and 
thus assure victor;; for us. We can d o it and we are doing it. 
New defense plants are being opened. Factories that before "or^ed 
on non-defense goods are being rapidly turned over into defense 
plants oy the Installation of new machinery. The wheels of our 
factories are turning rapidly, and as months go on they will turn 
nrr>. mnidlv and brinF us closer to victory.
